H E two Electors being arriv’d at the Church, 

were receiv’d atthe Door by the Community 

of the reverend Fathers the Jefuires ; the Buthop of 

Tournay being at their Head, in. bis Cope and Mi- 

ter, prefented the Holy Water to their Electoral 


Highneffes and accompanied them up to the Al-. 


tar, the two Youngeft Canons of Liege carry- 
ing the Train of the Elector of Cologne’s Robe. 
- Being come up near the Altar, the two E- 
lectors kneel’d down at the fame Desk; and after 
they had faid their. Prayers, they plac’d them- 
felves each on the Throne prepar’d for them ; 
the Elector of Cologne’s Throne was of white 
Damask border’d with Cloath of Silver, was 
rais’d three Steps, and plac’d on the faine Side 
of the Altar as the Gofpels; the Elector of Ba- 
varias Throne was of Crimfon Velvet, border'd 
with. a gold Galloon and Fringe, was alfo rais’d 
three Steps, and plac’d on that Side the Altar 
where are the Epiftles. ne Ef 

From thence the’ Elector of Cologne, follow’d 
by his Affiftants and Officers, went to a Chap- 
pel where his Sacerdotal Veftments were laid 
ready, and while he was putting them on the 
Mufick fung the Anthem Deminus regnavit, as fet 


by M. de la Lande Mafter of the Mufick of the. 


King of France’s Chappel. 

His Electoral Highnefs returning to the Altar in 
his Prieft’s Habit, began the Hymn Veni Creator, 
and while the Mufick were finging it our, he made 
a Proceffion round the Church accompanied by his 
Affiftants. 

- Being come back agen to the Altar, he fung the 
Prayer to the Holy Ghoft, and then the Mufick be- 
gan the Introitus (or Beginning of Mafs.) His E- 
Jectoral Highnefs taking off the Core in which he 
had made the Proceffion, before he put on the Cha- 
fuble ftep’d to the Elector of Bavaria, who puta 
Nuptial Crown on his Head ; then he put on the 
Chafuble and began High Mafs: During the In- 
troitus the Bifhop of Tournay attended on his 
Right-Hand in a Cope, and an Archdeacon of 
the Church of Liege in a Cope likewife on his 
Left; and when it was ended, the Bifap of 
Tournay fat down in an Elbew-Chair on that 
fide of the Altar where the Gefpels are plac’d : 
The Perfons who officiated as Deacon and Sub- 
deacon, were two Canons of the Church of Liege. 

The Elector of Bavaria made his Offering by 
himfelf ; and while the Offertory was faying, the 
Elector of Cologne -wath’d his Hands, the princi- 
pal Officers of his Houfehold Wyinging the Bafon, 
Ewer, and Knapkir. 


While the Gofpel was’ reading, and duti 
of the fix of Elector 
ogne’s Psges approach’d the Alvar 
Elector of Bavaria receiv'd the Cc 
nion from the Hands of his Brother ; ae 
he retir'd from the Altar, a Gentleman of tis Bed 
Chamber prefented to bim on a Salve: « Cup of 
Wine and Water, which he us'd as the Manner js 
on bs or Occafion. 

afs being ended, the Mufick fung the Domi 
faleum fac Regem; and then the Biector of a 
logne tung the Prayer for the King of France, an- 
other for the Elector of Bavaria, and another for 
himfelf. 

Then he began the Te Deum; and while the 
‘Mufick went through with ir, his Electoral High 
nefs of Cologne having put cff the Chatuble, the 
Elector of Bavaria came up to the Altar wo receive 
his Benediction. The principal Officers of the two 
Courts kifs’d his Hand and receiv’d his Benediction 
likewife ; and then he walk'd round che Church 
to give the People the Satisfaction of Kiding his 
Hand and receiving his Benediction, Returning 
to the Altar, the Benedicamus Patrem was {u 
and tien his Electoral Higbnefs finging the ufual 
pi the Ceremony of the Church was conclu- 

ed. 

Having quitted his facredotal Ornaments, he 
went out of the Church with the Elector of Ba- 
varia, and they were conducted, in the fame Man- 
ner they had come to Church, to the Town Houfe 
where Dinner was provided by the EleGtor of 
Cologne's Officers, there nor ‘being Room enough 
~ his own Houfe fince Part of it was burnt laft 

At their alighting our of the Coach, the two. 
ietors were complimented by the Magiftrates’ 
of the City, and feveral Volleys of Mufquers 
were made by the City-Ccmpany of Harquebufiers 
who were drawn up in the Square before the Town- 
Houfe. 

Their Ele@toral Highneffes were conducted into 
two Chambers provided for them to ftay in till Din-" 
ner was ready. 


In the Hall an Alcove was rais'd three Steps

At that Table the two Electors eat 
alone, fitting in* Elbow Chairs of Crimfon Velver, 
the Elector of Cologne having the Right Hand, 
and both were ferv’d by their principal Officers re- 
fpectively.
